UNIVERSITY FOR CHINA? 


The commintfrom the Caste: Tines whieh we published on 
Saturday regarding the proposal of establishing a University for 
South-West t hina was deeply interesting and very mach to the 
Point. The main argument was thet it would be far bester, uoler 

vesent conditions, to abandon the idea altorether and devote the 
sum already appropriated tnthe schemato the better development, 
of primary and industrial tchoals. That suggestion was made 
aitera review ofall the circumstances, dug note being taken of the 
higher educational facilities which are already available, and we 
’ think tha: it is one the soundness of which cannot be questioned. 
Seemingly, from an appeal which has since beeg made by the 
Awangtong Provincial Assembly in favour of the Ubiversity being 
established in Canton. if it isto be provided at all, there wasan idea 
of erecting the building in Shanghai—on what grounds wedo no: 
know. The contention of the Kwangtung Assembly is quite under- 
standable, for it would be far moze in seeping, if such an institution 
were to be created, that it should be established in one of the South- 
Westem Provinees than in the international settlement of 
Shanghai. 
Some years ago, there was-a biz campaign Iaunched in favour 
af the provision of a Central China University at Hankow. Lord 
me teh Cecil was, we bolieve, a leading spiriz in that movement, 
“eShich was for a time very keenly taken up both in England and the 
Far East. Since those dass, the Hongkong Unisersity has come 
into being and we have not heard much in the meantime of this 
Hankow project. Whether the existence of the Hongkong Univer- 
sity has been @ Factor in the dropping of the idea, we should not care 
to say, but, we dothink, with our Canton contemporary.” that it is 
suffcient-cause for holding in abeyance, for the time being at any 
rate, the idea of aSouth-Western University for China. After all, 
the facilities that Hongkongcan now offer have an important bear- 
ing ontbe question. Beidre our University came into being. 
Chinese wishing to secure a University education had perforce ta 
gy either to Esrope or America. Wohatthis Colony has done is to 
. bring the benefits of a high-class education, for those desiring it, to 
+ the very-doors of Chisa-andthat thattgctis eppreciated is shown 
by the large number of students who come here from various parts 
of China and from the Straits Settlements as well. LEvenif the 
money could be raised both lo build the South-Western University 
and to endow it, it is to .be cueationed whether the Chinese 
could administer the insiitution or keep its standard op to 
moderu requirements. It, would eppear, moreover, that this 
Project has had its origin in’ soma political movement—that 
it is designed. to: commemorate the “success of some particutar 
faction. If that is the case, wa can well believe, as our Centon 
-contemporary puts it, that the institution would be dragged into 
politics, which is the last thing one wants to ree bappen to sng 
, ‘educational project. - . ve 
In this matter of education, China is rather aptto begin at the 
‘wrongend. Afterall, the Chinese genorally do not want University 
educetion, which must necessarily be reserved for the more well-to- 
do and progressive elements in her population. Rether should 
. Chines? educationists concentrate on the elementary side 
of education.” Before Chins can hope'to rise to's higher level, 
the masses of her people will need to come” usder educational 
influences. As the Canton Times expressed it, the ideal to be nitmed 
atisthat “stréngend healthy boys and girls in the interfor should 
be given an intellsctual‘and moral training so asto balance their 
pbysical strength and meke (hem all-rovhd useful citizens.” That 
4s an ideal, admittedty, but until it is much nearer accomplishment, 
China would do well.to concentrate rather_on the elementary than 
the higher sids of education.. The Hongkong University and a 
number of other modern educationet establishments can for thatime 
« Being provide all that 1 needed ia this latter regard. If China really 
“wants educational raform, she would dd well/fo begin at the bottom 
rucg ofthe ladder,  - . ve “ .

They are strong 
aod serviceable and, as they anit 
the police who are more concern- 
ed with a motors numbérthan 
anyone else, must be given sup 
port. Who knows but what 
we may be having better ones 
given to us later on? 


PURE WATER. ‘ . 
There was a tabla-publiahed in 
Sataday’s Gurernment Gezette 
dealing with the water supply -of 
the Colony for the past year, and, 
although it is & mass of fgurea 
showing the contents of tha 
teservoirs, ete.. ‘in millions of 
gallons there is room for a little 
interesting comment. Prior to 
the completion of the Tytam Tok 
resertir there was never-a year 
passed that did nob. witness the 
cutting off of the house supply 
in the City, but forthe year under 
review there was a constant 
supply maintained for the whole 
355 days (this year’s Leap Day 
comes in). Che ordinary resident 
the millions 
gallons thst-hare to ‘be 
pumped acnualls, and the 
very great amount of work that 
is entailed by keeping the Colony 
well supplied. No: only is there 
pumpiog. but there is filtering. 
too, and it might be interesting to 
learn that no fewer than 2,501,- 
020,00 gallons of filtered water 
wereconsomed by the populatian. 
Thea sberage population for tbe 
whole year is given im this table 
as 277,200 and the consumption 
per head per day for the year 
was 24.6 gallons including trade 
supply; We don’t know on what 
basis the population was estimst- 
ed. and it seems to us a great 
deal below what it shoald be, 
even allowing for the fact that 
we are only dealing with the 
City residents, Donbtless oar 
readers hare aj} read .of the 
praises bestowed upon water by 
an American writer who, after 
extolling its beauties and virtues, 
aided, “but, as a beverage it’s 
punk,” and with that description 
havea contrasted the utterance of 
our Inte Governor at the opening 
of the Tytam Tuk impounding 
dam.

gentleman who’ bad .coma Bur 
from the United States to take 
charge of a firm's business in 
Hongkong, snd sfter s close 
i study of the compradore system 
he has decided that it wocld be 
more favonrable to sell aitect to 
his customers. Of course. this 
is not a3 .easy ag it looks. 
It would be necessary to get 
to kuow the standing of the 
diferent Chinese customers, for 
onless the Chinese desler=s are 
old-established firms, the risk 
attending the venture. would ‘be 
big. Afterall, when all is said 
and done the compradore knows 
very little of the standing of the 
Chinese dealefs. The troth of 
this is. apparent to anybody 
who bas any business 
with compradores. Dealers whom 
the commpradore bad pronounced 
good have been known to dis- 
appear without leaving their,,ad- 
dresses behind. The compradore 
seldom investigates except an the 
surface, and a3 far as dealing 
with old established Chinese firms 
are concerned, I -think the 
Ectoppan can take bis chance 
with them without the interven-_ 
tion of the compradore. Instead 
of paying the compradore half to 
‘one per cent. commasion, a firm 
that is dealing in high-priced 
commodities should create a 
contingency reserve for bad debts, 
and establish a personal touch 
with the Chinese buyer, a practice 
which I understand was followed 
by many of the German firms in 
Hongkong and otber psrts of 
Chins in pre-war days. Many of 
those German firms bad no cow- 
pradores on their staffs. 
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“There is an erroneous idea that 
compradoresbring all the Chinese 
business. Bat really they get no 
business to speak of. The abolition 
of ths compradore system would 
make the goods cheaper for the 
Chisese customer. Japan is an 
instance of an Eastern nation 
where the dealers deal tos vory 
large extent direct with the 
firms on the spot: Tf you havea 
class of goods for sale, and 
if the. Japanese customer ac- 
cepls "the. price, he opens 
a ‘letter of credit with 
his bank.for the totel amount. 
Why canzot the Chinese do the 
same? The reason for thst may 
be that the Chinese dealer is not 
as big as the Japanese dealer.
